The Beven Robbers Merely
Obatted with Passengers,

EXPRESS CAR ALONE ROBBED.

Badly Shattered by Dynamite, It
Rolls Into Jersey City Early
This Morning.

Train No. 78, north-bound, which was
held up last night on the Richmond,
Frederlcksburg and Potomae Tallrond,
reached the Pennsylvanin Depot at Jor-
pey City at 5.06 this morning, bringing
with It a badly shattered express car,
No. 24

The Adams Express Company's mes-
sengera left the traln and proceeded at
once to the Company’s office in shis clty.
They reported that all of thelr safes
were riflad by the robbers. It Is sup-
posed that the bundits obtained between
BI50,000 and $200,000,

When the express car, which Is one

belonging to the Atlantic Coast Di-
vislon, was elde-tracked, passengers,
pasners-by and tralnmen gathered

around to examine a spectacle unlque
ia the history of rallroading In this lo-
cality.

The heavy oak door of the ear had
been splintered by the dynamite used
by the robbets, and, In addition, the
marks left by the revolver bullets as
they ploughed thelr way through the
woodwork of the car were plainly vis-
ible,

Every pane of glass In the windows
of the car had been fractured by the
force of the explosion, and smnll frie-
ments were still scattered over the
floor uf the car,

The officlals of the Adams Expross
Company In charge of the ear at the de-
pot claimed that only the pouches und

safes had been ransacked, the other
packuges In the car remusining intact,
Many of the passengers who wit-

The Iatest aspirant for bridge jump-
ing homors was placed under arrest at
Poughkeepsale last night, He Is Capt.
Montague Norton, an Englishman, who
reached Poughkeepale last night with
Duncan €. HRoss, who poses aa his
manger,

They reached Poughkeepnie at 8 o'clock
and vislted several saloons. The result
was, that at ahortly before midnight a
ouple of Chief of Police MeCabe's men
placed them under arrest on a charge of
intoxication

Chlef McCabe had heard that 1t was
Norton's Intention to attempt to jump
from the blg rallrond bridge and had
A long conversation with him,

Norton acknowledged It, and stated
that Ross was his manager, and they
were both determined that the jump
would be made before they left the
elty.

Chief McCabe Immediately communi-
catell with the rallway authoritles and
ofMiclnls were placed gt both approaches
to the bridge.

This morning Norton and Ross were
arralgned In the pollce court on the
chargea of Intoxieation, and were dis-
charged, and werg followed from the
pollce court by an ofMecer.

They at once procesded to the river
front, and, engaging a boat, were rowed
to the other mide, where they found the
approaches to the bridge guarded in the
same way as nt the Poughkeepsle end,

They attempted to bribe one of the
officers but falled, and returned to the
Poughkeepsie wlde, where Norton sought
Chief MeCabe, and after relating his
attempt to accomplish his purposs from
the opposite slde, agaln threatensd to
make the attempt before leaving the
town.

Mr., MeCabe Is under the Impression
that If Norton was sincere in his inten-
tlon, he would have galned the center
of the bridge from across the river In-
stead of coming to Poughkeepsls,

Norton is an Englishman, and bought
his commission In the English army.
He came to this country with Ross and
Capt. Grant to engage In broad sword
combats at the time of the World's
Fair.

Their plan was not a nsuccess and
Morton has since been practically bro-
ken financially. His ambition to ateal
some of Bteve Hrodie's laure'a wasa
prompted, It is sald, to give h.m noto-
rlety with which to star in minor thea-
trea. The |dea was prompted by Hro-
dle's success as an actor., Morton is
thirty-six years old.

A despatch from Poughkeepsle late
this nfterncon stated that both HRoss
and Norton are In town, determined
that the Jjump shall be made, They
are belng carefully watched by the
pollce, and It Is more than probable
that no attempt will be made.
